Lyle Kanee, the lawyer repre- 
senting the workers, said the LRB 
decision will set a precedent in 
Alberta, where labor laws prohibit 
striking or locked out workers 
from picketing a firm allied with 
their own employer. Kanee said 
he'll argue that the law violates the 
Constitution. 

“It violates freedom of expres- 
sion. In every other jurisdiction in 
the country you'd be able to picket 
an allied employer,” Kanee said. 
“The idea is that if another 
employer insinuates itself in the 
dispute, it is fair game to picket 
them.” 

Kanee said the fact that the 
workers have been reduced to 
picketing an idle warehouse is 
“disgusting” and that the law has 
had “a significant impact” on 
locked-out workers. 

“The employer is able to carry 
on its operations and the union 
can’t exert any of the economic 
pressures that a picket line 
involves,” he said. “Picketing is 
part of the option that they are 
able to utilize during a labor dis- 
pute. You take that away from 
them and the employer has a dis- 
tinct advantage.” 

Robinson said the locked-out 
workers had passed out leaflets at 
the MTE site but won't make a 
decision about picketing until the

BDL has closed distribution 
plants in other cities during labor 
disputes, but Robinson suspects 
the Edmonton local is being used 
as an example for others. The 
workers’ Calgary counterparts 
caved in under threats of closure 
and signed a poor contract he said. 

“The company knew, and we 
knew, that Calgary has been the 
weak sister when it comes to arbi- 
tration. They've always used what 
we call a ‘me too clause.’ They 
quickly settle a contract and add a 
clause that says ‘and anything 
Edmonton gets, we get too.”” 

But Robinson vowed the 
Edmonton workers will stick 
together. If the company does in 
fact close down, the union will 
want to have workers who have 
long been classified as temporary 
staff to receive the benefits owed 
to full-time permanent workers. 

“We are nol going to cut a group 
of people loose,” he said. “This 
local has never done that. We stick 
to union values — we are the clos- 
est local I am aware of that follows 
the union ideals, that every mem- 
ber is as important as the next, 
and we will not sacrifice one for 
the benefit of all the others. Our 
membership has voted constantly 
along the lines over the years. Our 
guys are saying every guy is equal.” 

The LRB ruling is expected with- 
in a week.

CBE cuts tough to swallow 


Cutting local newscasts for another National is the worst of all moves

he Chrétien government has 
Te no secret that our public 
broadcaster is not at the top of 
its priorities list. With extensive 
cuts to the Canadian Broadcast 

Corporation's budget over the last 

16 years, the Mother Corp has had 

to cancel several programs, lay off 

a large portion of its staff and 

introduce more commercials dur- 

ing its national newscast. 

CBC has coped remarkably well 
with the cuts. Despite its smaller 
staff, local news shows continued 
to provide reliable, in-depth news 
coverage and award-winning cur- 
rent affairs stories. That’s what 
makes CBC president Robert 
Rabinovitch’s plan to cancel 14 
local newscasts all the more ludi- 
crous. 

If CBC's board approves Rabino- 
vitch’s plan to replace local sup- 
per-hour newscasts with a national 
show “with regional inserts,” 
they'll be digging the CBC’s grave 
even deeper. 

Rabinovitch told a House of 

Commons heritage committee last 
Tuesday, “I’m not embarrassed for 
using the term ‘cutting off a limb,’ 
because cutting off a limb can save 
the body.” What Rabinovitch and 
the rest of the CBC poobahs in 
Toronto don't realize is that by 
cancelling local news programs 
they're not cutting off a limb, 
they're draining the blood of the 
CBC. That is no way to save the 
body. 

Rabinovitch seems to think The 
National, CBC’s flagship newscast 
based in Toronto, is the most 
important part of the news depart- 
ment and therefore more money 
should be invested to improve its 

ratings. But without local news, 
where will The National find the 
important stories to tell? Will peo 
ple really care about what’s hap 
pening around the country if they

CBC's efforts to improve The 
National have already had a nega 
tive impact on local news. Two 
years ago, in an effort to boost its 
ratings, CBC decided to air The 
National at both 10 and 11 p.m. As 
a result, local late-night newscasts 
were bumped to 11:30 p.m. and 
viewership plummeted, because 
viewers did not wani to watch The 
National twice. With that in mind, 
I wonder who the hell is going to 
watch it three times, even if it is on 
at 6 p.m.? 

Let me remind Rabinovitch it 
wasn't that long ago that CBC tried 
to move the national news to an 
earlier time and replaced The 
National with The CBC Prime 
Time News. That was a disastrous 
move and the plan was quickly 
reversed. 

Local news is a necessity for 
many viewers of CBC television. 
For people in rural areas, CBC is 

often the only source of local TV 
news they have access to. Where 
will these people turn if the local 
news is canned? While other TV 
stations in larger markets can 
deliver local news, only CBC pro- 
vides good background and con- 
text in its stories. Only CBC pro- 
duces longer current affairs stories 
that have relevance to the commu- 
nity. 

Most importantly, only a CBC 
local newscast can keep viewers 
tuned into the station, because it 
tells all the stories that are impor- 
tant to a community, something 
that a national newscast could 
never do. 

Last Tuesday, Rabinovitch 
ealled CBC local news programs 
an “embarrassment” crying out for 

“radical surgery.” If CBC local 
news is such an embarrassment, 
how would you explain the suc- 
cess of programs like 24 Hours, 
the local newscast in Manitoba 
and northwestern Ontario, which 


the community! 


was named best newscast at the 
New York Festivals awards in 1997 
and has also won a number of 
other prestigious awards? How 
would you explain the Radio and 
Television News Directors 
Association Award presented to 
CBC Regina’s News Hour earlier 
this month for best continuing cov- 
erage of the farm crisis? 

Furthermore, I don’t believe that 
Rabinovitch has considered the 
impact his proposal will have on 
employees in the CBC regions, 
some of whom have been with the 
corporation for 10 or 20 years. 
With the threat of layoffs constant- 
ly hovering above their heads over 
the last couple of years, these 
employees have continued to work 
to deliver quality news program- 
ming. But this next round of cuts 
may be too much. 

Even the most devoted CBC 
employees must now consider 
other options. The resignation of 
Joe Novak, head of CBC Alberta, is 
a prime example of this. 

It’s true, there are some CBC 
local newscasts that need a major 
revamping to bring viewers back, 
especially those in Western 
Canada. Any show that has suf- 
fered 16 years of government cuts 
would. 

Rabinovitch is correct when he 
says improving these shows would 
be expensive, but he’s wrong when 
he says it’s not worth the invest- 
ment. 

When Prime Minister Chrétien 
appointed Robert. Rabinovitch as 
president of the CBC last year, it 
gave me renewed hope that our 
public broadcaster would finally 
get a president who would fight 
for more government funding to 
revive the floundering network. I 
should have known better. 

Instead of saving the corpora- 
tion, Mr. Rabinovitch is about to 
give it an injection that may prove 
to be lethal

Every now and then, in the little inlets 
and fjords of this great ol’ city, you notice 
a ragged old poster, more glue than paper 
by this time, hanging on to some alley wall 
or non-decorative pole and commanding 
you to “FREE KEN KIRK!” The order 
comes too late; the pot-smoking epileptic 
Reverend Doctor Ken Kirk (PhD, DD), 
who puffs the chronic to deal with his 
seizures (as well as sundry other ail- 
ments), is free, and has been for some 
time. 

That pleasant situation may not last; the 
Rev. Dr. Kirk’s still not on the Health 
Minister’s Happy List of folks allowed to 
light grass fires to deal with their medical 
problems, and his future may hold another 
stay in Johnny Canuck’s Bed & Breakfast 
& Bed & Breakfast & Bed & Breakfast etc. 
But until that day comes, Kirk — aka, with 
Amy von Stackelberg, Dr. Reefer! — is 
doing what thousands if not dozens of oth- 
ers with desktop computers and axes to 
grind are doing: promoting a CD. 

‘Tm an epileptic who needs to smoke 
pot / it’s the best control tool P've got / but 
justice isby pharmaceuticals bought / so 


in jail I must rot” — from Gonna Claim 
What's Mine 

“About half the songs were written in 
jail,” says Kirk. “I was convicted of posses- 
sion for the purpose of trafficking, and 
trafficking . . . | was sentenced to five 
months and served 101 days, which is two- 
thirds.” 

Jail wasn’t very fun for the Reverend, 
who was forced to do without his chosen 
epilepsy tonic. But the reason for drawing 
the bust in the first place was a noble one: 
the ending of pot prohibition in Canada. 

“I originally decided to get busted in 
1996,” Kirk recalls. “I was involved with a 
pro-legalization group called Grassroots 
and we felt it was not so much rallies and 
letters to politicians that would have the 
best chance to change the law, but to actu- 
ally take the case to court. 

“That's how the average Canadian has to 
change the law .. . arguing the case in 
front of a judge. (You need) people with 
qualifications to say the right things... 
and it takes lots of money to get someone 
the court recognizes as accredited to say 
those things. Courts can’t make new laws, 
but they can kill old laws and that’s the 
way pot laws have been changed in 
Canada.” 

“Amy von Stackelberg and Ken Kirk / 
we're both medical hemp users / our 
Grassroots plan is Constitutional work / 
to expose the true legal abusers” — from 
Grassroots Plan. 

“Medical grounds is the best way to 
change the law; most people are sympa- 
thetic to medicinal use,” says the Good 
Reverend, whose grandfather and cousin 
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died from epileptic seizures. And epilepsy 
is only the crown jewel of a set of condi- 
tions, including chronic joint inflammation 
and bipolar disorder, that Kirk controls 
with “about half a gram, depending on 
quality” of smoke a day. 

“If [ was to use pharmaceuticals for all 
three, it really messes me up. It's hard on 
my digestive system, SO they have to give 
me more pills to control those side-effects 
— TI end up far more messed up than if I 
hadn't taken any medication at all.” 

The regular use has pretty much killed 
the ganja’s recreational value for Kirk: “I 
almost have to smoke my face off to get 
high,” he says. “And really, I’m not inter- 
ested in getting high because I’m not rich 
and can’t afford to do it. Really, who wants 
to be high all the time? 

“Sometimes I'll quit for about three days 
... but if I quit for longer than that, I start 
having seizures.” 

“Spread the word of peace /spread the 
word of wisdom / ignorance is our worst 
enemy / educate your friends and fami- 
ly.” — from Let’s Stand Up For Our 
Rights. 

Love Songs From Drug Prison isn’t a 
subtle work of poetry, nor is it a musical 
masterpiece. It’s a manifesto wrapped in 
keyboard-y sounds and computer-y effects 
and white, white, white rap-singing.

iher early in Jose Teodoro’s 

lay The Tourist you begin to 
Re: a sense of familiarity. You 
expect to glimpse a balding, som- 
pre charaeter flitting through the 
shadows in his trademark cameo. 
That sense of disjunction that per- 
yades Kafka’s Description of a 
singgle and lifts it above reality 
settles rather heavily upon you. E. 
cherie Hoyle’s set, reliant as it 
may be on stock devices, rather 
affectively conveys a sense of the 
surreal or the mystical; Chagall 
does urban grim. 

rhe story centres on a fellow 
named Josef, plunked down into 
the middle of an unnamed city, 
apparently a traveller, the tourist 
of the play’s title. He seems 
fatigued and a little confused or 
Jost. He is accosted by an enthusi- 
astic political conspiracy theorist, 
Karl von Voorhausen (played fer- 
vidly though perhaps a little too 
simply by Chris Bullough). 

He falls into the company of 
Bruno, a cross-dressing nightclub 
entertainer and bon-vivant. Wade 
Si. Germain is delightful as the 
raffish, too familiar and somewhat 
convenient character. Josef 
checks into a hotel and meets 
Flora and Rateo, the hotel’s propri- 
etors. Rateo, of course, has an

agenda and tries to rouse Josef to 
some interest. Josef, however, is 
too tired or disinterested or wary 
to commit. 

If, indeed, this is the same Josef 
who met Bruno. To different peo- 
ple Josef uses different last names. 
He offers different reasons for his 
arrival in the city. In odd dream 
sequences he is attended by a 
strikingly beautiful woman, played 
by Dawn Coulter, who appears 
later to be the wife of a somewhat 
more grounded and sane Josef. 

In watching The Tourist you 
must work to sort out the play- 
wright’s intent — to see through to 
the story’s end so that Josef's odd 
shifts of character can make any 
sense. Josef is either a very con- 
fused man or is many men. It’s 
very difficult to decide which. The 
entire play might also be some sort. 
of allegorical exercise: Josef as 
Everyman, his role as tourist in a 


foreign city a metaphor for the 
Journey through life 

In fact, with a few carefully con 
structed misdirections, Teodoro 
obscures the audience's ability to 
apprehend what turns out to be 
rather a straightforward under 
standing of Josef’s behavior 
Relying on a relentless tempo 
quick and subtle changes to Josef's 
persona, and a disorienting array 
The 
Tourist is surreal and confusing. It 
is, however, also a little uneven, 
which probably helps further to 
obscure Joseph's plight. 

The Tourist’s unevenness comes 
not in performance. Catherine 
Green in a dual role as Flora the 
hotel proprietress and Golda the 
romantic martyr to underground 
dissension (think Ingrid Bergman 
in Casablanca) is flawless. She 
switches effortlessly from shrewd 
harridan to virginal romantic. 
Faking up a generally European, 
peasant accent, Kevin Sutley deliv- 
ers most of the play’s comic virtue 
as the inept and simple Ratco. 

The Tourist’s unevenness lies in 
its writing. Though beautifully con- 
structed, the author eases up occa- 
sionally and has a character say 
something so completely banal 
that the play’s forward movement 
stalls — just for a second.

the Dalai Lama and the Drepung Loseling 
Monastery, one of the oldest monastery’s in 
the world, which was first established in AD 
1416. Some of the artifacts, which include 
statues, teapots, jewelry, instruments and the 
Dalai Lama’s robe, are divided into three sep- 
arate areas, one containing modern items 
made from Tibetan refugees, one containing 
older artifacts, some of which date back to 
AD 1000. Far from being artifacts, many of 
these objects still have ritual value to Tibetan 
monks and are continually added to and 
refurbished. A sculpture of the deity 

Vajrayogini made in the 1500s, for example, 
has been continuously elaborated on with 
semi-precious stones, a gold halo and a gar- 
land of skulls fashioned from bone, indicating 
the ongoing devotion of generations of monks. 

The last area contains photographs and 
information about modern Tibet, as well as a 
video area that shows documentaries about 
the country. Tibetan monks and interpreters 
will be on hand during the day to answer 
questions from visitors. 

Hanging on the walls and around the cen- 
tre of the exhibit are tangkas, or Tibetan 
painted scrolls. These paintings, done on 
cloth and set in a silk or cotton frame, are 
done by hand, which is remarkable when 
one considers their extremely fine detail. 

“Some tangkas are actually made to deco- 


“fate mountains,” noted Willis. “They can be 


as long as 100 feet.” 

Perhaps the most fascinating part of the 
exhibit is the creation of the sand mandala, 
which takes place in the first week of the 
exhibit. A mandala is a Sanskrit word mean- 
ing cosmogram or “world in harmony.” 
Monks from the Drepung Loseling Monastery 
will work on the mandala over several days, 
slowly laying millions of grains of colored 
sand into place to form a vibrant and intense- 
ly detailed circular pattern. 

Most of the monks will leave for Atlanta, 
where they currently reside, after the first 
week and the finished mandala will remain 
on display until the exhibit closes on Aug.

There has to be a catch, right? 
Well, there are two. First, while 
open adoption isn’t illegal any- 
where, open adoption contracts 
are only legally enforceable in 
Oregon, Washington state and 
New Mexico. Second catch: 
OA&FS is currently the only adop- 
tion agency in North America 
doing truly open adoptions. And 


while OA&FS can work with adop- 


tive couples (and singles!) any- 
where in the world — including 
Canada — they can only work 
with birth parents who live in 
Oregon or Washington state. 

When adoptions are challenged 
in court the person doing the chal- 
lenging is usually the birth father. 
Since you wouldn't contest this 
adoption the odds that you'll wind 
up in court are really small. So, 
hey, if you and the girlfriend 
wanna do an open adoption, move 
your knocked-up asses to Oregon 
already.

Hey, SS: “I've worked in the 
field for 25 years and I've never 
heard of pregnancy that can’t be 
terminated,” said Marci Bloom of 
Aradia Women’s Health Center in 
Seattle. So what's up with your 
girlfriend? “It sounds like she 
doesn't want to have an abortion,” 
said Marci. “She’s changed her 
mind. They should seek out a 
counsellor immediately.” Reassure 
your girlfriend that you're not try 
ing to change her mind back, and 
reconcile yourself to fatherhood 
“This decision is ultimately his girl 
friend’s to make,” said Marci. Even 
if your girlfriend’s mind is made 
up, there are some things you 
might wanna hash out with a 
shrink. For instance, is there 
something about your behavior 
that made her afraid to tell you the 
truth? And does she want to keep 
the baby? Maybe she would con- 
sider doing an adoption. If neither 
of you are ready for parenthood, 
you can move to Oregon, do an 
open adoption, avoid the responsi- 
bilities that come with parenthood 
(like child support payments), and 
still get to watch your kid grow up.
